RETURN TO CIA LIBRARY 



1. a. The kaserne was located on the eastern town perimeter, 

north of the road to BYDGOSZCZ (P 54/j 09) and west of the rail- 
road overpass on the mentioned road. There were tv/o kaserne 
sections: an old section with several unplastered, grayish 
lime-washed brick buildings and a new section with several 
white-washed buildings. The repair of the kaserne buildings 
was started in July 1948. Hie repaired buildings have been 
occupied by Polish military personnel since August 1948. 


b» An officer candidate school with officer candidates of 
all branches of service (including air force and navy) was the 
first to move into the SCHKE1DEMUEHL kaserne. A drivers' school 
for EM, equipped with about 80 trucks, later moved into the 
kaserne. The total occupation of all the kaserne buildings 
was estimated at 1500 men. The unit headquarters, commanded by 
a Polish colonel, was also located in the kaserne. 


c. The following training activities were observed: 

Theoretical training for officer candidates 
Driver training for EM
